“Included in the work was more 
than six miles of grading, one of 
the largest

jobs ever 
awarded by the Illinois Division 
of Highways. 
“Director Edwin A. Rosenstone 
of the Department of Public Works 
and Buildings has informed me 
that the grading contract included 
the requirement for the moving 
of 2JKX),OOO cubic yards of fill for 
the roadway. In order to complete 
this work contractors used 65 units 
of grading equipment and moved 
50,000 cubic yards of earth per 
day.” 
Governor Stratton said the new 
bridge spans 
the Wabash river 
which “only a little more than IOO 
years ago was a main spur on the 
then super transportation system 
of that era—the Ohio river—which 
was the main line from the east 
to the middle west.”

Earthquake Hits 
Two Greek Isles; 
Report It Dead 


Touches Off Tidal 
W arts; Dormant 
Volcano Erupts 


ATHENS, Greece (ILB)—A sharp 
earthquake spread death and de­ 
struction across two Greek islands 
in the Aegean Sea today. It touch­ 
ed off tidal waves and stirred a 
long-dormant volcano into fiery 
eruption. 
At least 40 persons were official­ 
ly reported killed. 
These included 30 dead on Thera 
(Santorin), a 3-by-12-mile crescent­ 
shaped island about 150 miles 
southeast of Athens. 
Another IO 
were reported killed on the small 
island of Ioa to the north. In addi­ 
tion, there “many” were reported 
injured. 
A 12-foot tidal wave hit the near­ 
by island of Kalymnos. It smashed 
fishing boats and wrecked port fa­ 
cilities. 
The island is 12 miles 
long and six miles wide. 
Casualties on Kalymnos were 
not reported immediately. 
Greek officials termed the earth­ 
quake a major catastrophe. It was 
the strongest to hit Greece since 
1953 when more than 400 persons 
died in the Ionian islands. 
Earth tremors were reported 
along the Aegean coast of Turkey, 
but no casualty or damage reports 
were received. 
The quake stirred Mt. Elias on 
Thera into activity, Intensifying 
the plight of the stricken surviv­ 
ors. 
The quake sent a tidal wave roll­ 
ing to within a few miles of Pi­ 
raeus, Athens’ port city. 
The volcano on Thera blackened 
the sky and hampered helicopter 
pilots seeking a close view of the 
destruction. Communications were 
cut by the shock. 
The pilots reported hardly a 
house on the island escaped dam­ 
age.

Spiritual Healing 
Accepted by 
Many Churches

By LOUIS CASSELS 
United Press Staff Cerreependent 
WASHINGTON AB-A strong re- 
vival of interest to spiritual heal­ 
ing is underway to many Christian 
denominations 
Skepticism and embarrassment 
about this long-neglected phase of 
the church’s traditional ministry 
is on the wane. 
More and more 
churchmen are swinging around to 
the belief that miraculous cures 
do occur, even in this age of sci­ 
entific medicine 
and that mod­ 
ern Christians should take a new 
look at the whole subject. 
This attitude is, for the main 
body of Protestant Christianity, a 
radical change from the prevail­ 
ing opinion.- of a few years ago. 
While the Roman Catholic Church 
and some 
fundamentalist 
sects 
have always upheld the validity 
of faith healing, leading Protestant 
groups were inclined to soft-pedal 
or disavow what they regarded as 
a primitive and 
unsophisticated 
belief. 
Some liberal theologians 
even sough* to explain away the 
Gospel accounts of Christ’s heal­ 
ing miracles. 
The new respectability of spir* J 
itual healing was reflected in a I 
recent symposium published by 
the respected quarterly journal, I 
Religion in Life Four prominent 
clergymen who participated in the 
symposium agreed that the evi­ 
dence for remarkable cures thru 
prayer is so abundant that the 
phenomenon must be taken ser­ 
iously. 
“ Faith healing can no longer 
be dismissed with a shrug of the 
shoulders, ii snap judgment, or a 
clever phrase, either by the church 
or by the medical 
profession,” 
said the Rev, John Pitts, minister 
of the First Welsh Presbyterian 
Church. Wilkes-Barre, Pa. “There 
seems to oe more than enough 
evidence to affirm that spiritual 
bealing is a fact” 
Cyril C. Richardson, a professor 
at Union Theological Seminary in 
New York, emphasized that faith 
healing does not mean having faith 
in a particular “healer,” nor doe* 
it mean persuading yourself that 
you will be healed.

SPRINGFIELD GXE) — Th# pot- 
sibimy of a special legislative ses­ 
sion to place a Korean veterans 
bonus proposal on the November 
ballot came to a head today, with 
a meeting of a bonus commission. 
Gov. William G. Stratton has 
said he will call a special session 
to put a bonus proposal on the bal* 
lot if the commission, made up of 
IO legislators and 5 private citizens, 
can reach unanimous agreement on 
a “reasonable” bonus plan. 
Presumably, if even one member 
of the commission meeting today 
dissented from its report, there 
would be no special session. 
State Sen. Paul W. Broyles (R- 
Mount Vernon), chairman of the 
commission, has said he expects 
it to reach agreement 
However, State Sen. Everett R. 
Peters, who as chairman of the 
State Budgetary Commission is a 
member of the bonus group, has 
said he believes it would be better 
to put off action on a Korean bonus 
for about two years. 
By this time, Peters has said, 
the state would have paid off more 
of the debt remaining from the 
World War II bonus. 
Aby special session will have to 
be called quickly. 
The law re-; 
quires that publication of the bonus 
proposal must be made in news-1 
papers in all counties at least three < 
months in advance of the eection, j 
that is Aug. 6. 
Cost of a Korean bonus has been 
estimated as high as 75 millon dol­ 
lars. 
But Stratton has been re­ 
ported as feeling the bonus cost 
should not be permitted to exceed 
50 million dollars. 
State officials have estimated the 
cost of a special session of the 
Legislature at about $300,000, plus 
the cost of publishing notice of the 
proposal and printing millions of 
copies of the proposal for distribu­ 
tion to voters. 
Just IO years ago a special ses­ 
sion of the Legislature placed the 
World War II bonus plan on the 
ballot and the voters approved it 
and a 385-million-dollar bond issue 
to pay for it. 
The bonds for the World War II 
bonus are scheduled to be paid off 
in 1972, with one series scheduled 
j to be paid off by 1960.

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Documents Disclose Controversy by 
Churchill, FDD Over Wk Strategy 


LONDON 
— The U. S. land­ 
ing in southern France during 
World War II touched off a deep 
but short-lived difference of opin­ 
ion between Prime Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill and U. S. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, it was re­ 
vealed for the first time today. 
Churchill confided in 1944 that 
he was left “ill-treated and furi­ 
ous” at Mr. Roosevelt’s insistence 
that a new front be opened in 
southern France at the expense of 
Allied strength in Italy. 
The rift between the two world 
leaders was revealed in the latest 
volume of “Grand Strategy,” an 
official British history of World; 
War II written by John Ehrman, • 
holder of a fellowship at Trinity! 
College, Cambridge, who has access 
to all official sources. 
The volume published today cov­ 
ers the period from August, 1943 
to September, 1944. 
According to the history, Church­ 
ill was in favor of pushing the cam­ 
paign in Italy, but Mr. Roosevelt 
wanted to open “Operation Anvil” 
in southern France with troops tak­ 
en from the Italian theater. 
The U. S. President expressed 
these views in a telegram to the 
prime minister, who shot back a 
I,OOO-word cable to Mr. Roosevelt. 
“We are deeply grieved by your 
telegram,” Churchill said. 
“The 
splitting up of the campaign in the 
Mediterranean into two operations, 
neither of which can do anything 
decisive, is, in my humble and re­ 
spectful opinion, the first major 
strategic and political error for 


which we two have to be respons­ 
ible.” 
Churchill then quoted Britain’s 
commanding general in Italy as 
saying that “the ghost of Anvil 
hangs heavily over the Italian bat­ 
tlefront.” 
But Mr. Roosevelt stood his 
ground and replied that he and 
his chiefs of staff were copvinced 
they should open the southern 
France campaign. 
“I honestly believe that God will 
be with us as He was in Overlord 
(the Normandy landings) and in 
Italy and in North Africa,” the 
U. S. President replied. “I always 
think of my early geometry: 
a 
straight line is the shortest distance 
between two points.” 
Ehrman said in his book that 
Churchill was “furious.”

NICOSIA, Cyprus im — Seed- j 
rity forces widened a search to­ 
day for Cypriot extremists who 
shot a British couple to death as 
they headed for an afternoon at 
the beach Sunday.
